bearing torches and lightingthe way for 
the orator of tho evening, Reel B. Terry.

of the 
country 
went 
to 
pieces

time, but Blame, in his "Twenty Years 
in Congress," 
says

At that time, it is true, we had no Jay 
Gould 
and Vanderbilt, 
but

tramp was 
also 
unknown.

Xlie Charter 
Carried 
by a Large 
Majority. 


The polls opened at 6 o'clock yesterday 


morning and 
from that hour it became 
evident 
that there 
was to be a much 
larger vote polled than 
at the previous 


election 
of a similar nature. 
In some 


instances 
there 
were men at the polls 


waiting to cast 
their votes before the 


hour of opening arrived and in many of 
the precincts 
there 
was a steady stream 
of voters all day long until the hour of 
closing arrived. 
In the First ward the 


liveliest voting took place early in the 
morning, at the noon hour and after 5 
o'clock in the evening. 
The total vote 
polled in this ward was 
741, of which 


391 votes were for the Charter and 350 
against. 
There 
were no exciting inci- 


dents in either of the precincts of this 
ward and at one time matters 
were so 
quiet that it was thought that the vote 
would be much smaller. 
In tho Second 
matters 
were 
much 
livelier, and in both Precincts the judges 
and inspectors 
were kept busy all day 
long. 
There was no disturbance ateither 
of the polling places, 
although a large 
crowd surrounded the court-house 
all the 
day. 
The total vote cast in the ward was 
1,47.', of which 697 were for the Charter 
and 714 against it. 
This was the only 
ward which gave a majority against 
the 
Charter. 


The voting inPrecinct A, of the Third 
ward, was ver> lively,but there was no 
excitement at any time during the day. 
The total vote cast in this ward was 981. 
of which 709 were for the Charter 
and 
272 against. 


Tha Fourth ward people were quite ac- 
tive, and polled 704 votes during the day. 
Of these 399 were for the Charter, 302 
against and 3 were illegal. 


The people ofthe Fifth ward 
cast 641 
vo es, of which 446 were for the Charter, 
192 against and 3 were illegal. 
Itwas estimated 
that only one out of 
every three voters in the citythought it 
worth while to vote on the question. 
A 
large number of those who did vote vis- 
ited the County Clerk's office and ob- 
tained 
certificates that they were on the 


Great 
Register. 
Five deputy 
County 


Clerks were kept busy all day long in 
issuing certificates, and at 6 o'clock the 
last applicant had not been waited upon.

The Testimony for Beth Side» All 
In. 
The taking of testimony in the Wolff 
cam closed yesterday afternoon and the 
argum ent will bs commenced to-morrow 
morning, and it is probable that the jury 
will take the m atter in hand some time 
in the afternoon. 
Wolff was called in the forenoon by 
the prosecution and questioned regard­ 
ing the interview he had with Judge 
Bacon at Santa Ana regarding placing 
Wilson under bond to keep the peace. 
W itnees was asked if Judge Bacon had 
not taxed him with being on a spree. 
The witness denied that the Justice had 
m ade such a charge. H e said he fired 
the second shot because he thought Wil­ 
son was coming for him . The shots 
were fired very rapidly. 
The whole 
affair did not last over five seconds. 
H e did not rem em ber advancing as 
he flréd. 
retreated two steps. 
George Cook, 
inm ate of the County 
Hospital, was a resident ?( San Juan-by- 
the-Sea a short ihne previous id 
ghooting taking pl*ce. 
Hia deposition! 
was taken and read to the jury. Cook 
claimed that the cabin, which has fig­ 
ured so prominently in this case, be­ 
longed in p art to him. 
He allowed 
Wilson to occnpy it. The two men were 
interested in a boat and the cabin. They 
need to fish. W hen Cook left the cabin 
was still occupied by Wilson. 
At this point the defense stated they 
rested its case. 
. 
. 
The prosecution desired to again place 
Mrs. Wolff upon the stand, but the Court 
ruled that this could not be done as the 
defense had closed its case. 
William Kelly was recalled by the 
prosecution in rebuttal. 
He waB shown 
Wilson’s big knife and was asked where 
he last saw it. The witness replied that 
he last saw it in Wilson’s cabin last 
August. The witness did not know who 
owned the knife, Wilson or Cook. They 
used to have it to cut bait. It was found 
the day after the killing by the witness 
and another man who were exploring 
the cabin for W ilson’s family address. 
The witness never saw Wilson carry the 
knife except while going out fishing. 
Jam es Field, the m an who went with 
Kelly after the killing and found the 
knife, was called, and testified that he 
found no knife in the cab in ; heard after­ 
ward that one had been found. The 
witness visited the cabin to find the dead 
m an’s family address. 
Mr. Pope*, the station agent who ar­ 
rested the Wolffs and Peterson, testified 
that he and Kelly went to the cabin on 
August 4d, got the knife, rolled it up in 
a piece of paper. 
Ho said he saw the 
knife in the cabin the day before Wilson 
was killed. 
I t was lying on a shelf. 
H arry Potter, a Mr. Jam es and a third 
party were with the witness when the 
knife was seen the day before the killing. 
There was talk that a young man had 
gone home with Wilson a day or two 
previous. They were drunk, and the 
voung m an had not been seen afterward. 
W itness went over to see if he was there. 
W itness saw no arm s upon Wilson the 
day of the killing. 
He had seen Wilson 
frequently drunk while he lived at San 
Juan. 
He was not a quarrelsome man 
while under the influence of liquor. 
W itness heard Wolff make no rem ark at 
any time to the effect that he was sorry 
he Bhot Wilson. 
He never said in his 
presence that he did the shooting, but 
was driven to it. 
An old M exican testified that he had 
seen Wolff under the influence of liquor 
before th e m urder, and the case was 
closed at four o’clock.

Under 
the circumstances it is no wonder the 
proposed Charier received a majority of 
the votes cast. 


The Herald yesterday published a 
communication from Mr. James Stewart, 
who has a small fig orchard near Dow­ 
ney, which places the value of this fruit 
to the grower as one of the beBt and 
most profitable that can be raised. For 
fifteen years he has cultivated the fig 
upon his place, and has readily sold it 
at the rate of $50 per ton, and says that 
the parties who buy his crop are willing 
to enter into a contract for ten years to 
take all he can produce. Mr. Stewart 
says that there are surer and better re­ 
turns from figs than from oranges or 
walnuts. As fruit-growers in this section 
seem to have paid but slight attention 
to fig-cnlture, the experience of Mr. 
Stewart ought to induce them to enter 
seriously into the consideration of adding 
this valuable fruit to their other tree pro­ 
ducts. 


Growth of the City. 
In spite of the "bursted boom, ’ as the 
papers of the Northern Citrus belt delight 
to designate the lull in outside land 
speculations in this section, the city of 
Los Angeles continues to increase in 
population and in solid prosperity. 
Never before in her history has there 
been such marked activity in improve 
menta within the boundaries of the 
Pueblo. The number of houses in the 
course of erection is something that 
astonishes everybody. 
In the busi­ 
ness portion of the city brick and 
stone buildings and blocks are going 
up in every direction. The cost of some 
of these buildings will reach the hand­ 
some figure of a quarter of a million dol­ 
lars. Less pretentious structures are 
distressingly numerous to the wayfarers, 
who are impeded by them in their travel 
at almost every block. Business houses 
are steadily extending on the principal 
streets, and are widening out into streets 
which a year or so ago were devoted to 
residences. So rapid is the march of this 
character of improvement that the value 
of property anywhere within reach 
of the possible lines which business 
may take in the future has advanced to 
phenomenal figures. And when we take 
into consideration the marvelous exten­ 
sion of the business area in every direc­ 
tion in the last four years, is it unreason­ 
able in the owners of moderately central 
property to look forward to the time, not 
far distant, when they can turn their 
residence houses into scores and receive 
the great difference between business 
and tenement rents for them ? 
We have now not far from a popula­ 
tion of one hundred thousand in thiB 
city. The last school ceneus gave us 
29,000 children of school age. Multiply 
this by three, the very lowest factor ever 
used by statisticians to determine the 
aggregate of population in a community 
and we would have 87,000 inhabitants 
in Los Angeles. But three and one-half 
would perhaps be the correct factor, and 
that would give us a total population of 
101,500. At any rate,’it will not fall far 
below one hundred thousand. In 18S0 
the United states census gave us 
a 
population 
of 
between 
eleven 
and 
twelve 
thousand. 
We 
would 
be 
no 
more 
aston­ 
ished if the census of 1890 should give us 
a population of 150,000, than we are at 
the increase in less than eight years from 
something over eleven thousand to nearly 
one hundred thousand. Nor have we 
any doubt that the present number of 
our people will be doubled in five years 
from now. A population of 200,000 would 
mean the spread of the business portion 
of our city in every direction in 
which it is possible for it to 
go to twice the extent it now 
covers. ThiB wonld mean that Main and 
Spring and Fort streets, as far as they 
reach, and all the cross streetB as far as 
Washington shall be devoted in great 
part to business. 
Whilst the building boom is greater 
now than ever it was before in substan­ 
tial business structures, there never was 
a time when so many and so fine res: 
dence buildings were under way at one 
time in this city. Everywhere and in all 
directions outside of the business district 
may be seen a beautiful class of residence 
houses going up. 
These facts show that our city is not 
only prosperous, but that our people have 
the utmost confidence in its future rapid 
growth.

T lie N ew C h a rte r A dopted. 
By a very decided majority of all the 
people of this city who took enou gh in 
terest in the election to vote, the new 
Charter was adopted yesterday. Our 
principal objection to the instrument was 
the partisan unfairness of the division of 
the wards. The people have not deemed 
that blemish sufficient to overbalance 
the good provisions it otherwise con­ 
tained. 
For 
better 
or 
worse 
the 
Charter

approved, and 
we bow to the verdict of the people. 
The friends of the new Charter claimed 
that it will give ample authority to make 
all the great public improvements so 
much needed here, and that it will ena­ 
ble us to secure the very large amounts 
of money required to make those im­ 
provements. They also claimed that it 
would take our city out of the leading 
strings in which it has been held by a 
Charter good enough for a small town, 
but not elastic enough for a great and 
growing city. We hope it will prove on 
trial all that is claimed.

The Main and Tenth street hotel ought 
to be built. Every property holder in 
the city is vitally interested in the success 
of the undertaking. The city needs such 
a hostelry more than any other one 
thing. It will do more for the city than 
any other one thing. Therefore, every 
property holder ought to help in building 
it. But Main street property holders 
have a nearer interest in the big caravan­ 
sary than any other portion of the city. 
From Third street to Washington every 
foot of realty on both sides of the street 
ought to pay a fair quota towards the 
immediate uprearing of the building 
which, when built, will be the 
pride of all Los Angeles. There are 
sixteen thousand feet of property be­ 
tween the points referred to. The 
opening of the hotel will add an average 
of $100 per foot to the value of every foot 
of that property. If the owners would pay 
$25 per foot, that would raise $400,000, 
and that would insure the success of the 
great undertaking. There are property 
owners who hold a large frontage near by 
the hotel, who could well afford to pay 
$100,000 to insure the opening of the 
hostelry. It would add three times that 
sum to the value of their property. But 
as a matter of fact, the average of $25 
per foot can be reduced at least one-half. 
All the croes streets to a distance of two 
blocks each side of Main will be greatly 
benefited by having the hotel built 
They should bear a part of the cost. Then 
there are half a dosen blocks on Fort 
street and as many on Spring which 
ought to chip in. Now this is not idle 
talk. It is dead earnest. Let all the 
owners of property on the lines marked 


T b e S ra a ls H ill a n d C a lifo rn ia . 
"Free-Trade” used as a shibboleth 
has throughout this campaign been the 
main attempt at argument to which the 
Republican editor and orator all over the 
Union has been compelled to resort. 
Protection is class legislation at best, 
and nothing else can be made out of 
that principle. It may be pardonable 
and even commendable under certain 
well defined economic laws. Outside of 
these limits it becomes a grievous burden 
on the people, and a great injustice to 
the mass of the people, who are 
thus made pay toll to the benefited few. 
When it comes to defending protection 
as a fundamental principle all men will 
be guided in their views upon it by its 
effect on their own interests and on that 
of their section.

The Mills bill 
aims to make the lumber for our homes 
free, ealt free, tin plateB free, burlaps for 
our potato sacks free. The Senate bill 
attacks our orange groves and lemon 
trees. Intelligent people in this section 
will vote for the Democracy, which is 
always with the people as against the 
monopolies. 
A nick little scheme has developed it­ 
self in San Francisco. The Scott Exclu­ 
sion Act is playing havoc with Repub­ 
lican prospects in California, and the 
leading lights of that party have deter­ 
mined to resort to desperate measures to 
bring it into disrepute.

He told one of Surveyor Tin- 
niu’s chief clerks that the Scott law was

ingmen. Its evil effects must be stopped, 
and therefore, although he wanted it 
understood that he was not seeking 
Chinese business, and was not a mere 
Chinese lawyer, he would land some of 
the Belgic’s passengers on habeas corpus 
and so would Mowry and Riordan, and 
all of this would knock a hole in the 
Democratic bill.

Brazil, Ind., October 20.—On arriving 
here to-day Judge Thurman was driven 
at once to the house of James M. Hos­ 
kins, and together with Governor Gray 
and Colonel Matson, reviewed the pro­ 
cession from the balcony. One feature 
of all the campaign processions in this 
year, is the presence of women and chil­ 
dren, and they were out in force to-day. 
Besides a large number of neatly uni­ 
formed clubs composed of enthusiastic 
voters, there were over thirty floats, 
carrying numbers of pretty and prettily 
bandana-uniformed maidens, who sang 
and waved flags to the crowds that lined 
the sidewalk. There were several thou­ 
sand people in line, and over twenty- 
five thousand gathered on the streets 
and waited at the grove for the exercises 
to begin. After dinner at the Hoskins 
mansion, the party was escorted to the 
grove by uniformed clubs and bands and 
found there eight or ten thousand people 
who were enjoyiDg the campaign music of 
the Attica and Brazil glee clubs. Previous 
to the regular speech, George A. Bayard, 
on behalf of the Democratic ladies of 
Brazil, presented Judge Thurman a 
beautiful basket of flowers, aud the Judge 
returned his sincere thanks to the ladies 
for their kindness. Long and prolonged 
cheers greeted the presence of Judge 
Thurman, whose voice showed no signs 
of weariness from his other meetings of 
the week.

While the Judge was waiting the de­ 
parture of the train from the depot he 
was waited on by the Normal Club of 
Depauw University, who carried on a 
lively conversation with the Judge 


through the window of his car. Thur­ 
man left late in the afternoon. lie will 
go directly to Columbus, O. This meet­ 
ing at Brazil is the conclusion of Judge 
Thurman’s Indiana campaign and he 
feels very well pleased both with his re­ 
ception by the jieople and with the ont- 
look for his party at the coming election. 
Notwithstanding all his hard work he 
returns home comparatively fresh and in 
good humor.

Indianapolis, October 20.—This was 
"Drummers’ Day” in General Ilarrisou’ 
calendar of engagements. It whs esti­ 
mated that between 2,500 and 3.000 com­ 
mercial travelers, including the home 
organizations, participated in the day’s 
demonstration. Large delegations ar­ 
rived during the morning from Cincin­ 
nati, Columbus, Dayton and Zanesville.

or two were in attendance from New 
York, Boston, Chicago, St. Louis, Phila­ 
delphia, Buffalo, Cleveland, Louisville 
and other cities. At 2 o’clock the drum­ 
mers held a parade, marchiug through 
the principal streets and out past Gen­ 
eral Harrison’s residence. The Gen­ 
eral reviewed the procession from 
his step and 
was enthusiastically 
cheered. There were about twenty-five 
hundred marchers with ten bands. At 
the head of the column marched Uncle 
Samuel in typical garb; immediately be­ 
hind him came two stalwart Ethiopians, 
leading a monster bull, on whose back 
sat a drummer in costume personating a 
hilarious Irishman. The blanket on the 
bovine read, "John 
Bull 
rides 
the Democratic party; we ride John 
Bull.” Thousands of people gathered 
along the ioute to witness the parade. 
At 4:30 they returned to Tomlinson’s 
Hall, where General Harrison addressed 
them. The galleries were filled with 
spectators, among them several hundred 
ladies. The audience numbered nearly 
five thousand. When General Harrison 
appeared there was a repetition of 
the wild scenes of two weeks ago 
when the Chicago veterans were 
received.

General Harrison was the recipient 
to-day of a gold-headed cane, given by 
the employees of the Defiance Hose 
Company, of Ticonderoga, N. Y .; also a 
mammoth broom, three feet wide, with 
an eight-foot handle, voted to the Gen­ 
eral at St. Mary’s Catholic picnic at 
Waynesburg, Ohio. The next Repnbli- 
can demonstration occurs next Thursday 
the 25th, which is set aside for the re­ 
ception of workingmen.

B e rlin , October 20.—Emperor William 
is expected to arrive at Drewitz, near 
Potsdam, to-morrow, on his return from 
Daly. He will drive immediately to the 
Marble palace, where he will pass the 
day in retirement with his family. He 
will visit Berlin in the afternoon, 
where he will receive the congratula­ 
tions of the municipal authorities on his 
return. On Wednesday he will resume his 
itinerary, going to Blankenburg, where 
he will meet the Regent of Brunswick. 
He will then visit Prince Bismarck, who 
will probably accompany him to Ham­ 
burg, where the Emperor is expected to 
arrived on October 29, and where he 
will preside over the celebration of the 
entry of the Hausa city into the Zoil- 
verein. After leaving Hamburg, the 
Emperor will visit Leipsic, and on the 
31st inst. he will lay the coiner stone 
of the Imperial palace of justice. 
He will return to Berlin early in 
November, and will be present at the 
opening of the new Landtag. It is also 
stated that he will receive the Czar on 
November 10th. The Russian Imperial 
family will pass through Berlin on that 
date, and the Czar will then repay Em­ 
peror William’s recent visit. The Czar 
and his family are going to visit Copen­ 
hagen, where they will join in the cele­ 
bration of the silver anniversary of the 
accession of King Christian to the throne 
of Denmark. 
Berliners anticipate a dull winter. The 
Court is still in mourning and the lead­ 
ing families are absentees. It is settled 
that King Humbert will visit Berlin in 
the spring. 
The result of the Emperor’s visit to 
Rome beyond a doubt has been a blow 
to the hopes of the Vatican. The semi­ 
official press here has been instructed 
to maintain judicious silence, and it 
ignores the Vatican. The dissatisfaction 
anger and discontent of the clericals 
breaks out in the German and other 
Catholic organs. It is admitted that the 
Emperer used the utmost tact in his in­ 
terview with the Pope and Cardinal 
Rampolli, the papal Secretary of State, 
but authentic advices from Rome, which 
are accepted as accurate by official and 
Catholic 
circles, 
state 
that 
the 
Pope forced from Emperor William 
the declaration that Germany could 
not encourage the papal aspirations 
without endangering the present entente 
with the Italian Government. From a 
member of the Imperial attendants it 
became known that Emperor William, 
while telling King Humbert how the 
Pope had insisted on talking on the ques­ 
tion of Rome, said: "I had to destroy 
his illusions and it was done effectually.” 
The Vatican does not rest submissive 
or inactive. Cardinal Rampolli besides 
instructing tbe Bishops to renew the agi­ 
tation for sympathy with the Pope, has 
prepared a statement explaining that 
His Holiness only consented to receive 
the Emperor after receiving a formal 
declaration that his visit did not imply 
any recognition of the incorporation of 
Rome with Italy. 
At a meeting of the medical society 
here on Thursday last, the memberB de­ 
bated and approved a report the effect of 
which will amount to accusing Dr. Mac­ 
kenzie of distorting the facts disclosed by 
the post mortem examination, and of a 
general divergence from the truth.

show on a single stretch.

The battleground of the Republic at 
thia precise moment, happens to be 
centered 
in four S tates: 
New York, 
Mew 
Jersey, 
Indiana 
and 
Con­ 
necticut. 
As 
those 
States go 
so 
will the Union go. All the indications 
lead one to believe that the other thirty* 
•oar States will go next November as 
they went four years ago. Of course, 
there may be a political cyclone in the 
air, 
of 
which 
no 
one has any 
idea. Such a thing has been talked 
of among enthusiastic politicians and 
party m en, who elect their candidates by 
tremendous majorities, 
half a dozen 
times over, between September and the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
November. 
But these lightning cal* 
cnlators are not to be depended on vei y 
much, as their enthusiasm and desire to 
be successful entirely overturn what little 
sober judgm ent they originally possessed. 
Election tim es are perilous formen whose 
judgment is not of the soundest. 
It may have been already written in 
the book of fate that Illinois, Michigan 
and California are to cast their electoral 
votes for Cleveland and T hurm an; on 
the other hand it may have been de­ 
creed that West Virginia and Old Vir­ 
ginia shall help to swell the Republican 
column, and lead in the revolt to break 
the Solid South. 
All these thing3 are possible—but not 
probable in this year of grace, 1SS8. 
Party alignments are going 
to 
be 
drawn 
very close at 
this election, 
and it is safe to say that the doubt­ 
ful States, the three Eastern and In­ 
diana will decide whether Grover Cleve­ 
land shall remain in office for four years 
more, or w hether Benjamin Harrison 
and Jam es G. Blaine shall see how much 
they can improve the business of govern­ 
ment over th at as carried on bv their 
predecessor. 
For my part if I was iu 
charge of this campaign, for either partv, 
1 would concentrate all my energies in 
those four States 
and let the local 
committees look after their own lo­ 
calities. 
The 
place 
to 
put 
your 
best troops is In the heart of the 
battle and not in the rear guard. 
A CLEVELAND DRIFT. 
It rather looks to me as if the eeuti- 
ment in the four doubtful States was 
more favorable to Cleveland than to 
Harrison. This may be reversed a week 
before election, but certain it is that to­ 
day Cleveland has the inside track. I 
don’t mean that he has a sure thing of it 
by any means, but the odds are in his 
favor, and were the election to take place 
in the next seven days, and if I was a 
betting man, my money would be put 
upon Mr. Cleveland. 
A week or so ago I mildly suggested to 
Senator M. S. Quay, in whose hands 
more than anyone’s else, the destines of 
the Republican party now repose, that 
Mr. Blaine was making himself entirely 
too conspicuous for the good of the cause*, 
and th at the inevitable result of his pos­ 
ing as the leader of the Republican partv 
would be that thousands of men would 
become so disgusted that they would 
sooner vote for Cleveland than for Blaine, 
under the disguise of electing Harrison. 
Any m an who has only one eye and 
half an ear, and keeps them open, must 
agree with me that Blaine in this cam­ 
paign, may produce the same conse­ 
quences as that particularly lively com­ 
bination, the servant girl, the kerosene 
oan and the stove. Once in a great 
while the kerosene can really has a func­ 
tion 
to perform, and although 
the 
risks taken 
are 
enormous the 
de­ 
tired end 
is 
attained, 
but 
as a 
general thing 
the result is a cor­ 
oner’s case and a job for the under­ 
taker. 
Well, that is about the same 
relation that Mr. Blaine bears to the 
Republican party.

A GRAND EXPLOSION 
W hich will involve himself no less than 
everybody else in disaster. 
Blaine has the unfortunate knack of 
saying things which always turn up to 
plague him at critical times. 
Perhaps 
there is no man in public life who has 
said or done more foolish things than the 
Magnetic Florentine Mosaic, and because 
of this unfortunate gift he has been un­ 
successful, when men with abilities far 
1«8B have 
triumphed. 
Had 
Blame 
stayed out of the canvass, the ticket 
would to-day be much stronger in New 
York. 
I have 
pointed 
out already 
in a previous article that the 
Stal­ 
warts 
would 
rather 
see Cleveland 
elected than Harrison win, if the latter’s 
•lection means the re-entry of Blaine 
into public life, and thev cannot see 
how Harrison can ignore Blaine, if he is 
sleeted. 
If Harrison should 
pledge 
him self to the Stalwarts not to recognize 
Blaine after his 
election 
he would 
alienate the Blaine men, a by no means 
inconsiderable and influential bodv of 
voters. On the other hand, unless he does 
the 8talwarts will imitate the example 
si their great leader and sulk in their 
tents. 
So candidate Harrison is between 
tw j stools, and staring him in the face is 
the prospect of landing on the ground. 
I was talking, a day or two since, with 
a life-long Republican and a man who 
has as great a veneration for the memory 
of Conkling as Representative Boutelle 
has for the son of Maine. This man was 
talking about Blaine, and with an air of 
determination that showed how terribly 
in earnest he was he said that if Blaine 
did not retire at once he would vote for 
Cleveland, and ho added that he knew 
of scores of other men who would do the 
same thing. 
Well, you may set it down for a fact 
that Blaine will not retire. 
He is not of 
the retiring kind. 


EQUALLY FOOLISH IN INDIANA. 
Blaine’s going to Indiana I regard as 
the height of bad political generalship, 
•n d I cannot understand what induced 
him to do so. In Michigan he lias al­ 
ways had a strong following, but in 
Indiana he has never been particularly 
strong. 
When, in addition to this, it is 
rem em bered that four years ago 
he 
offered the most deadly insult to the peo­ 
ple 
of the entire 
State; 
that he 
eharged 
the 
courts 
of 
Indiana- 
Ihe 
highest 
courts, be it remem­ 
bered—with being so corrupt and pre­ 
judiced, th at it was impossible for him to 
K 
t justice in them , and for that reason 
declined to continue a libel suit which 
he had commenced against a citizen of 
Indiana—when these things are recalled 
one must needs think that the Hoosiers 
aie long-suffering and patient if they can 
forgive and forget this insult and with 
open arm s welcome the great and only 
Jim m y to their State. 
And it is further 
worthy of note that Mr. Blaine’s insult 
was as much directed against Republi­ 
cans as it was against Democrats, as his 
charge was broad and comprehensive 
and took in court, jury and everyone 
alike, irrespective of politics. 
No wonder that there has been some 
friction in regard to Mr. Blaine’s dates 
in Indiana, and that the Republican man­ 
agers have regarded 
his 
visit with 
mingled feelings of dread and dis­ 
gust. A m an with less ideas of his own 
self-importance and “ magnetism” would 
have followed the path of wisdom and 


staid away, but B laine’s motto is I'etat 
c'etl mei, and he realiv believes that in 
him is concentrated all the wisdom and 
all the ability which the Republican 
party possesses, and by the way in which 
he is allowed to go on, one sometimes 
immagines that the responsible managers 
are of the sam e opinion. 
W hen will 
their eyes be opened. 
HARRISON AND THE LABOR ORGANIZATIONS 
It is unfortunate that General Harrison 
is so unacceptable to the laboring men 
as their vote is potent, and will do much 
to 
decide 
the 
battle 
next month. 
W hether true or not, they have formed 
the opinion that he is not in sympathy 
with them , and that while in pub­ 
lic life his voice was generally raised 
against their interests. This charge may 
be false, and doubtless is, but it is suf­ 
ficient for present purposes that they be­ 
lieve this and in that frame of mind they 
are not very likelv to vote for the man 
whom they regard as an enemy of or­ 
ganized labor. 
And the fact that until quite recent 1\ 
Harrison’s chief newspaper in Indiana 
has been a “ ra t” office w ill not tend to 
help matters. 
Everything, no matter 
how small, counts in a Presidential cam­ 
paign and the wise leader cannot afford 
to ignore seeming trifles. “ Many a mickle 
makes a m uckle,” as the old proverb 
lias it, and a lot of trifles when lumped 
together is often enough to turn the scale. 
All these things are in Cleveland’s favor, 
and lead me to believe that there is a 
drift in his favor th a t will be hard to 
stem unless it is at once taken in hand 
Somehow or other it seems to me that 
the Republican campaign is being con­ 
ducted with less vigor, and is being 
fought more on defensive tactics than in 
days of yore. There eeem too much 
hesitation and caution, and a lack of 
that brilliancy and dash which we were 
accustomed to see when Dorsey was at 
the head of affairs. 
1 am as well aware 
that nowadays campaigns are conducted 
on a more intellectual plan—or as they 
are supposed to be—but after all the ob­ 
ject of fighting is to win, and the man 
who “ gets there” is the m an we want as 
Executive Officer.— [ “ Observer,” in 
Washington Gazette, (Rep. 


W ILLIAM ’S W ITH ER ED ARM. 


W hy the Y oun g (ierm an E m p e r o r 
H ate* ttoc EiiuIUIi Knee. 
I was sitting in the corridor of the 
Kaiserhof Hotel one night in Berlin, 
when an officer of the Garde de Corps, 
with whom I was acquainted, came in. 
He sat down beside me and we had a 
talk about court m atters in Germany. It 
was impossible to hold a conversation of 
interest on any other subject at the capi­ 
tal at that time. The whole civilized 
world had its eyes centered on the capi­ 
tal of the German em pire, and the Eng­ 
lish-speaking world was particularly in­ 
terested in the attitude of the (Jrown 
Prince—the present Em peror—towards 
the people of Great Britain. 
“ He hates the people across the chan­ 
nel, does he not?” I asked. 
“ Hate scarcely expresses his senti­ 
ments,” said the captain, with a shrug. 
“ It is curious, in all the delving and in­ 
vestigating of the newspaper correspon­ 
dents, that the real reason has never 
been published of the Crown Prince's 
antipathy towards the English. 
He is of 
a peculiarly revengeful and resentful 
disposition, and his dislike for his moth­ 
er’s people dates back from the very mo­ 
ment of his birth. W hen it was learned 
th a t Empress Victoria was about to give 
birth to a child and to the probable heir 
to the throne of 
the German Em ­ 
pire, there was a great deal of ex­ 
citement in Berlin. The Empress, as you 
probably know, is a woman of very strong 
mind. 
She is the oldest daughter of 
Queen Victoria of England, and over 
there she imbibed all sorts of notions 
concerning the superiority of woman to 
maa, and the mission in life of the 
Queen’s daughter, and so on. 'Ihe re­ 
sult was that at an early period of her 
married life she convinced Frederick 
that she must have her own way at all 
hazards, and when she made up her 
mind on the eve of the birth of her child 
that she must have an English physician 
to attend her, there was a great scurry­ 
ing and rushing around the palace. 
' 
“There was no end of skilful German 
surgeons, but it was rather difficult then 
—nearly thirty years ago—to find an 
English physician who was worthy of 
the honor of attending the daughter-in- 
law of the Emperor. 
At the last mo­ 
ment an English physician was found 
and taken to the palace. He was clumpy 
and excited. 
The result was that the 
child was born with a crushed left arm 
and hand. From the very instant of his 
birth youLg Prince W illiam ’s arm was 
withered. 
“ He grew up a soldier in every fibre of 
his body—a wonderful horseman, skiiful 
with his sword and full of fire and dash. 
But even at the outset of his career as an 
athlete and horseman he found himself 
handicapped by the awful draw back of 
the withered arm . 
He was obliged to 
eat with a queer sort of combination of 
knife and fork, which could be held in 
one hand, and for a long time it was im­ 
possible for him even to hold the reins 
of his horse in his left hand. 
By dint of 
continuous practice fn developing the 
muscles that were not withered, in the 
hand and arm , he succeeded in acquir­ 
ing 
the 
grip 
on 
the 
reins 
and 
he 
has 
it _ to 
this 
day. 
A 
species of blind and angrv rage pos­ 
sessed him that he—the prospective heir 
of one of the greatest empires of the world, 
descendant of a line of kings extending 
over POO years and the possible future 
master of Europe—should find himself 
crippled in the face of every worldly ad­ 
vantage. By degrees this peculiar sullen 
resentment, for which he is notable, 
settled upon the bungling physician who 
had caused him all this trouble, and 
thence, by easy stages, he grew to dis­ 
like not only the physician, but all the 
people of his race, and this feeling ex­ 
tended so far that William was actually 
and pointedly antagonistic to his own 
mother, because she was English born. 
Nothing on earth will ever convince him 
that the English are not in some way re­ 
sponsible for his withered arra.f’—[Phil­ 
adelphia Press.

’PLAINT OF THE PLUMED KNIGHT. 


The Veto Bugaboo Bemuddles His 
B rain—He Bewails the E rrors 
of Grover’s Reign. 


Awoclated Press Dispatches to th e H e b ald I 


Chicago, October 20.—One of the most 
notable Republican demonstrations in 
the camj aign of 1888 occurred in Chicago 
to-night. 
Mr. Blaine was the central 
figure. The occasion was his first public 
appearance since the National Conven­ 
tion, in this city, when that body had 
named him as the candidate for the 
party. The parade of about 10,000 men 
was reviewed by the famous leac'er, less 
than two squares from the auditorium 
where hie successor had been chosen so 
short a time before. 
Prior to the review 
two mammoth 
meetings, either one 
rivaling the convention gatherings in the 
auditorium ,were addressed by Mr.Blaine. 
The meetings took place in buildings 
side by side, an arrangem ent necessary 
owing to the lack of any single hall large 
enough to hold the crowds desiring to be 
present. 
A feature of the procession 
was the concentrating of sentim ent ex 
pressed in the numerous mottoes dis­ 
played. 
Nearly all were on a single 
line of thought, the burden being “ Pro 
tection to American labor.” The long 
route of the procession was crowded 
throughout on either side, but north of 
the auditorium on Michigan avenue for 
half a dozen blocks the concourse of 
people was 
something extraordinary. 
The avenue is bounded on one side by 
a broad expanse of lake and park, and 
over this great sweep of greensward, the 
people massed themselves into thou­ 
sands ; their object evidently was not to 
see the marchers, for that was impossi­ 
ble. Every eye seemed fixed on a little 
stand erected over the entrance of the 
Leland Hotel, from which Mr. Blaine 
was expected to view the parade. 
He 
did not do so, however, but kept on the 
inside of one of 
the huge 
window 
panes of the hotel, waiving his white 
nandkerchief, and being cheered again 
and again. 
About 7,000 people in Bat­ 
tery D Armory were the ones who heard 
Mr. Blaine make the oration of the even­ 
ing. 
To an equal num ber in Cavalry 
Armory adjoining he spoke a few words 
afterwards, excusing himself from a set 
address and confining himself to a brief 
reference to the enthusiasm for protec­ 
tion which, he said, he had witnessed 
everywhere 
on 
his 
trip. 
After 
Mr. Blaine 
commenced speaking in 
the 
first 
hall, 
both 
doors 
of 
the armory were closed and hundreds of 
people turned away. 
Even with this 
precaution both arm ories were uncom­ 
fortably crowded. 
Mr. Blaine spoke 
with his old time force and his remarks 
were received with great enthusiasm . 
Facing the vast crowd in Battery D., he 
spoke substantially as Jollow s: 
After referring to the im portant results 
achieved by the twenty-four years of 
Republican rule, Blaine said on the 
whole the Republicans contend that the 
general welfare of the country has not 
been promoted by the Democratic ad­ 
m inistration, and th at the Democratic 
promises of reform had been signally dis­ 
regarded and tram pled upon. They con­ 
tend that the present adm inistration has 
been against the m aterial welfare of the 
country ; th at it has not maintained the 
National honor, and th at it threatened 
the im pairm ent of our industrial system, 
whereby, under the protective tariff, the 
country advanced so rapidly in power 
and prosperity. [Cries of “ That's true.” ] 
The Republicans arraign Mr. Cleveland 
for falling short of the promises where­ 
with his adm inistration was inaugurated, 
and for disappointing the just expecta­ 
tions which his words inspired; they 
arraign him for his failure to improve the 
Civil Service as he promised by every 
form of words in which official pledges 
could be expressed. 
Instead of reform 
there had been constant deterioration; 
instead of curing the system of partisan 
removals, the President has developed it 
to such an extent that more officials 
have 
been 
removed 
from 
office 
during 
the 
present 
adm inistration, 
without charges and for mere political 
reasons, than by any three of his prede­ 
cessors in office; even though three may 
be selected who were eight years each 
in the Presidential chair. 
The spoils 
system instead of being rooted up as the 
President promised, has been developed 
more intensely than ever before. 
The 
assessment of office-holders is so notori­ 
ous that the chairm an of the Democratic 
National Committee takes 
his 
sta­ 
tion in one of the hotels in Washington, 
within sight of the W hite House, and 
as I read in a congratulatory dispatch, 
published in a Democratic 
paper, re­ 
ceives assurance of contributions from 
more than one hundred office-holders in 
a single day. The Republicans arraign 
the President for having surrendered the 
rights of the country in the fisheries of 
the North American coast, in a manner 
derogatory to the dignity of the Nation 
and an utter disregard of the rights of 
the fishermen. 
The Republicans arraign Mr. Cleve­ 
land for his cruel disregard ef the rights 
of poor and needy soldiers who incurred 
distress and their poverty in the service 
of the Nation, and who, by the interposi­ 
tion of the President’s veto, are deprived 
of a pittance voted them by the Repub­ 
lican Senate and the Democratic House. 
Not only has the President vetoed a gen­ 
eral bill passed for the relief of all needy 
and dependent soldiers, but in more 
than two cases of peculiar and personal 
sufferings the President has interposed his 
wer to prevent these creditors of the 
_ ation from receiving tlieir just dues. 
His veto of bills, both general and per­ 
sonal, has thrust thousands of soldiers 
for their subsistence upon the hum iliat­ 
ing alternative of private charity or the 
public poor-house. 
The R epubliilns ar­ 
raign the President, not merely for his 
veto of pensions, but for his general and 
dangerous use of the veto power without 
a precedent in the previous history of 
the country, and altogether beyond the 
conception* and inauguration of those 
who formed the Constitution. J efferson, 
whom the Democrats have politically 
deified, and the founder of their party, 
had eight years of adm inistration, dis­ 
tinguished by troublesome periods and 
by events of great m om ent, and yet he 
never found occasion even once for using 
the veto, so great was his respect for the 
will of the people as manifested through 
their 
representatives 
in 
Congress. 
[Cheers.] 
For 
the 
loDg 
period 
from 
W ashington’s 
inauguration 
to 
the close of A rthur’s adm inistration, 
the veto wáb used but seventy-five times. 
Mr. Cleveland’s term rounds out the first 
century of the Federal Government, and 
thus far in his adm inistration he has 


£ 


usid the veto 310 times, more than four 
times as frequently as it was nsed by all 
his predecessors in the long period of 
ninety-six years. 
It seems to me the 
President’s conception of the veto power 
is, that wherever he would vote no, if he 
were a member of the Henate or the 
House, 
he 
would 
veto 
a 
measure 
as 
President, 
which 
is 
entirely 
a 
new 
interpretation 
of the Constitution, unknown to the 
founders of the Government and abso­ 
lutely repudiated by every one who has 
occupied the Presidential chair before 
him. 
I subm it th at the framers of the 
Constitution nover intended to make the 
President a third legislative power with 
a vote that could override the others. 
Such use of the veto power lias been 
condemned by all the great statesmen of 
both parties. 
Such a use of the power 
woula dethrone any constitutional m on­ 
arch in Europe. (CheerB.) It was such a 
use of the veto power th at gave to that 
French King who brought on a revolu­ 
tion the name of “ Monsieur Veto,” and 
President Cleveland will be fortunate if 
in history he escapes the same descrip­ 
tive soubriquet. [Applause.] 
The Republicans arraign the Adminis­ 
tration for having unjustly, without a 
precedent and for partisan reasons, dis­ 
franchised 70,000 American citizens in 
the Territory of Dakota. 
Here Blaine set forth at some length 
what has been the custom in the m atter 
of admission of Territories; touched upon 
the resources of Dakota, and charged that 
she was only kept out to maintain Demo­ 
cratic supremacy. 
The 
Republicans arraign President 
Cleveland’s adm inistration, said he, for 
breaking down the useful policy of pay­ 
ing off the National debt as rapidly as 
the surplus in the Treasury will allow. 
It has perm itted bonds of the United 
States, payable at par, to rem ain at inter­ 
est while the income of the Govern­ 
ment was devoted to the creation of a 
surplus which might be used to prejudice 
a financial and industrial system that 
had steadily produced a condition of 
prosperity in the country. W hen the sur­ 
plus was thus designedly enlarged, the 
treasury Departm ent used it for the first 
time since General Jackson broke down 
the old U nited States Bank, for the pur­ 
pose loans, under the nam e of “ de­ 
posits,” without interest, to banks. 
Blaine then dwelt at length on the 
loaning of over a million dollars to the 
New York bank by Secretary Manning 
and ex-Treasurer Jordan, and charged 
that nearly $90,000 was thus deposited 
in Covington, K y., banks, to aid Car­ 
lisle in his canvass for re-election. He de­ 
clared that if Louis Napoleon in the days 
of his most absolute power, had done 
such a thing, the streets of Paris would 
have been barricaded and a revolu­ 
tion inaugurated, and that if Queen 
Victoria should do it, the Ministry 
would inquire into the question of her 
sanity. 
He continued: But on a larger 
scale, and as between communities rather 
than individuals, look at w hat the Secre­ 
tary has done. 
He has placed in the 
State of New York, in banks of his own 
selection, nearly thirteen million dol­ 
lars 
of 
the 
Treasury 
fund, 
and 
in this great W estern body of States, 
comprising Illinois, M ichigan, Wiscon­ 
sin, 
Minnesota, 
Iowa, 
Kansas and 
Nebraska, with double the population of 
New York, and in special need of ready 
money at this tim e to move crops to 
m arket, the Secretary has given but a 
little over five m illions; the rule of the 
Secretary apparently being th at to a 
State of political importance to the A d­ 
ministration $13,000,000 is given, and to 
seven States with double the population, 
that are hopelessly Republican, consider­ 
ably less than half that amount. 
Such 
political gambling and personal sporting 
with the funds of the common treasury 
of the United StateB has never been 
dream ed of before in this country. 
Lastly, the Republicans arraign the 
President for a deliberate attem pt to 
destroy the protective system of this 
country by using as argum ents against it 
its tendency to produce a surplus in the 
Treasury, when not one dollar of the 
surplus would be there if the money had 
been lawfully expended in reducing the 
public debt instead of being loaned out 
to pet banks and for the benefit of polit­ 
ical favorites.

T h e D e f e r í l o H e M a d e t o B lo o m a n 
t h e R o t e . 
W a s h in g t o n , October 20.—About the 
busiest place in the city now is the Geo­ 
logical Society. Major J. W . Powell and 
staff of scientific men are engaged day 
and night in the solution of the problem 
presented by Congress in the new act 
for the survey of arid lands, with a view 
view to irrigation. The barren lands of 
the great basin between 
the Rocky 
Mountains and Central Kansas comprises 
1.200,000 square miles, one-third of the 
entire United States. 
A great deal of 
this cannot be economically irrigated 
for various reasons, but it will be decided 
by Major Powell that a quarter of it, and 
perhaps more, can be, and that it is 
practicable to make it attractive for sett­ 
lers. 
It will bear luxuriant crops and a 
dense population. 
If one-fourth of it 
were iirigated, it would make the other 
three-fourths valuable as auxiliary tim ­ 
ber and pasture lands. 
Regarding 
this vast 
undertaking, 
Major Powell said to a correspondent: 
I may say we have begun to begin. 
It is a stupendous project, involviug a 
territory as large as Europe, which sup­ 
ports a population of 250,000,000. I see 
no aeason why the land now arid may 
uot be ultimately be brought sufficiently 
into subjection to be desirable for farmc, 
and enough of it rendered arable by irri­ 
gation to support as many as are able or 
likely to seek homes upon it. 
The 
selection of sites for reservoirs, canals, 
etc., rests on a complete topographical 
survey, which is the first factor in the 
problem. 
Nothing worth while can 
be 
done 
till 
that 
is 
at 
least 
appropriated. 
A large part of the arid 
region has been surveyed. 
We are now 
equipping thirteen parties for this special 
work in the field. 
Of course the Amount 
of irrigable land in the W est is limited 
by the am ount of water flowing in the 
streams, and the next thing to be done 
is to find how much water the streams 
carry. Every stream will have to be 
gauged. 
We must also ascertain how 
much land each stream will serve, and 
this will vary according to the texture of 
the Boil, character of the crops, humidity 
of the climate, methods of irrigation and 
a multitude of other considerations.

MinorityReport on the 
Operations 


of the LiWi 


Washington, 
October 
20. ?Senator 


Black bum to-day submitted a volumin- 
ous minority report from the Committee 
on the Operation 
of the Civil Service 
law, and asked 
that it be printed with 
the Majority report. 
The very elaborate report of the major- 


ity, says the minority, gives evidence of 
many 
months 
of careful 
preparation. 


No information, it is declared, was fur- 
nished the minority of the committee 
of 


the purpose 
to close 
investigation, nor 
was it even intimated 
that the end had 


been reached 
and 
the matter summed 


up. 
For this reason 
the minority was 


unable, in the few days allowed them, to 
followout the details of the 
tediously- 


stated case, 
but it would endeavor to ex- 


hibit more 
fairness in dealing with the 


testimony than the majority had done. 
Itis declared that an effort had persist- 
ently been made by the majority, against 
the 
protest 
of the 
minority, to limit 
the 
inquiry 'to 
the 
time 
covered 
by the 
present 
Administration, 
and 
all efforts to bring out facts 
as to the 
operation 
of the law under previous ad- 
ministrations, was 
invariably denied by 


a strict party vote. 
Despite the efforts of 
the majority, however, 
the report 
de- 
clares, it appeared 
from the testimony of 
several 
of their witnesses, that all the 
evils and 
abuses 
complained of to-day 


came 
down to this administration is an 
inheritance. 
Levying assessment 
up n 
Government 
officials for partisan 
pur- 


poses was in general, 
if not 
universal 


practice, prior to March 4, 1885, and 
dis- 


crimination in the matter of appointment 
to office, because 
of political views, was 
proven by no means a novel feature, nor 
one which had been 
introduced 
by tbe 


present administration. 
The testimony in regard 
to the New 


York customs house, it is declared, shows 
that nine-tenths of the witnesses who tes- 
tified were dismissed officials anxious to 
air their grievances and tell what an out- 
rage had been perpetrated by reason 
of 


their dismissal from office. 


The minoritydeclared that after read- 
ingthe majorityreport carefully, the con- 
clusion 
is 
well-nigh irresistible 
that 


the improvement of the 
civil service 
of 


the country was not the idea kept in 
view, and that the purpcee 
of the 
fra- 


mers was not to enlighten the country as 
was proposed 
in the resolution. 


Nearly fiftytype written pages 
of the 


report are devoted to an analysis 
of the 


testimony 
taken 
with 
respect 
to New 
York, Penns>lvania, 
Maryland and Indi- 
ana, and points made in the majority re- 
port are discussed 
at length. 


The report concluded 
by saying: If 
this proof, taken from four cities or from 
four States, is to be accepted 
as evidence 
of the 
present 
condition of the public 


service throughout the country, 
intelli- 


gent men will realize, 
ami honest 
men 
will admit, that to day, after nearly four 
years ofCivilService rule, there are ten 
Republicans holding office and 
drawing 
pay 
from 
the 
Federal 
Treasury 


where 
there 
was 
one 
Democra* 
in the 
service 
on the 4th of March. 
1385. 
Under a Democratic 
administra- 
tion it is not wondered 
at, the conditions 
being equal, if preference 
has been given 


to Democratic applicants 
for office. 


Plato declaimed of the ideal Republic, 


but 
the 
world 
has 
not 
witnessed 
its 


realization. 
No system 
of government 


nor code of law had ever been devised 
by 
human 
wisdom 
that was 
perfect. 


Whether the Civil Service law be good 
or bad, 
truth and 
candor 
compels the 


admission 
that its execution 
has 
been 


more justand fairunder this administra- 
tion 
than 
ever 
before. 
Whether 
the 


fidelity with which the President and his 
subordinate 
officers have sought to ot- 


serve 
this law was 
wise, may be 
dis- 


puted, 
but 
the 
honesty 
of 
pur- 


pose 
with 
which 
he 
and 
they 


have endeavored 
to execute it, cannot be 


truthfully denied. 
An army of office- 
holding Republicans 
is to-day drawing 


its 
maintenance 
from the 
Treasury 
of 


the country, and if the current report be 
true, contributing from their salaries 
to 


the effort being made to dislodge 
from 


power 
the party by whose 
sufferance 
they hold their places. 


In the lightof proof, suppressed, 
and, 


in many 
instances, 
distorted, 
as 
the 


majority report is shown to be, the ques- 
tion naturally arises: 
Was ever 
a more 


desperate 
effort made, employing more 
reckless 
and desperate 
methods, 
to serve 


or save a more desperate 
cause? 
Candor 
will not permit the claim to be presented, 
in every instance, 
that 
every 
officer 
of 
the 
government, 
superior 
and 
subordinate, 
is exactly and judicallyfair, 


and has 
acted without regard to the nat- 


ural and inevitable bias that comes from 
sincere convictions, but fair-minded men 
will take up the record and will declare 
that this administration 
lias 
not 
been 
lacking 
in honest, 
earnest, 
persistent 


and successful 
efforts to execute 
the law 
and good pledges that it and 
its 
party 
gave the American 
people. 


In respect 
to removals 
from the New 
York Custom House tor political,reasons, 
the minority says:

Hint ties* Transacted 
at Yesterdays 


Session. 


The Board of Fire Comunisßionerß 
met 


yesterday afternoon 
at the Mayor's office, 


all the members except Mr. Teed being 
present. 
Various bills were audited and 


routine 
business 
transacted. 
Captain 


Kelleher, 
whose 
house 
on 
Truman 


street, inEast Los Angeleß, is next door 
to the planing mill of Charles H. Cru- 
ciat, put in an appearance 
to learn what 


was 
to be 
done by the Commissioners 


toward the abatement 
of what he con- 


sidered a nuisance. 
His case had been 


stated 
at a 
previous 
meeting 
of the 


Board 
and Cruciat had been summoned 


to appear 
to defend 
his establishment 
from the 
charge 
which 
Kelleher 
had 


lodged against it. 


Mr. Cruciat stated in his own defense 


that the Council had granted him a i>er- 
mil with the understanding 
that a plan- 


ing mill was to be erected, and the ordi- 
nance 
touching the 
point 
had 
been 


passed 
since his mill had gone into oper- 


ation. 
He declared, 
moreover, that it 


would 
cost 
him a good 
deal 
to move, 


and if this 
ordinance 
was 
brought to 


tobear upon him at any time, he might 
as well take 
the business 
outside 
the 


city limits or else abandon 
it entirely. 


As he employed ten or twelve men he 
believed that it was not the proper policy 
for the city to take 
steps 
which 
would 


break up the enterprise. 


Captain Kelleher 
stated 
that
